• The decision of the university 
council was reached after a spe- 
cial four-hour session, held Tues- 
day, night. At that time, the stu- 
dents were asked to -explain the 
reasons which led them to pu- 
blish "certain articles". 

■ Although no reference was 
made to any specific article it is 
understood reliably: that, the 
wrath of the council was .aroused 
by an article describing a scene 
in the room of a prostitute — si- 
gned "Dora". It is reported that 
tills was the climax of a scries 
of articles of "doubtful moral le- 
vel". . . 

IMMORAL ■ 

This claim was supported by 
Bollard, who 'said that althougii 
no article was singled out offi- 
cially, "the reason, for expulsion 
Is that they are alleged to have 
allowed publication of an Immo- 
ral article in the Oct. 6 issue of 
'Le Carabin'."

story in question* was signed by 
the single name "Dora".

To Foreign Students Is Cnticized 

An opposition , to the Canadian immigi-ation policy forbidding foreign students 
to work m this country was recorded in the WUSC meeting early this week. 



Dean Gibson told the session 
that the official Canadian attitude 
is th&t "anyone comhig to Canada 
in pursuit of ,an education or a 
degree is an outcastc so far as 
work is concerned". - . 

WUSC also criticiMd govern- 
mental reception of foreign scho- 
lars. The Assembly moved that 
the reception and integration of 
such students cau "best be ac- 



complished by non-governmental 
organizations'"^ such as NFCUS. 

The Assembly passed a resolu- 
tion calling for more money both 
from student and faculty mem- 
bers and from businesses and 
foundatloni i;;.*.-;-;-;,- 
V A goal of at least thiirty "cents 
per capita of the university popu- 
lation to the International Pro- 
gam of Action was set up. The 
Assembly resolution emphasized 



that university faculties shotild 
be canvassed as heavily ai " ~ 
students.

Siirrouiitled by concrete \v;ill5 tliat ilciiy their human .exi$- 

icnce, iliey iinist believe a new Kind '>f existence, or ninke 

one- up. it is not surprising, ili'ercforc, that myths should 
vappcil tfaltheiii with a concern tliUt goei beyond the ordinary 
-Ijounds of the acadeinic or the fantastic. For them, inyUis 

have the same fundamental appeal. they have for the psycho- 
analyst or tlie Caimision existentialist. Confronted Willi the 

myths of Sisyphus ahd Apliiwlite tlicy find in diem a re-affir- 

matiou of their own life : an cncourageniciit that has been 

passed down die ages and gives them die courage to go on. 

Like .Sisyphus, they liad been disrespcclful; and like him

.tval it the cncotiragtmcnt of other human beings.- The siini- 
; larity to himself that he finds in thç inydis is valid, and in 
paft this comnVon heritage of humanitv'gives hinr the. courage 
we have told lihn by our altitudes"" that he has lost. Only, 
however, as the liviug svil! struggle yitli him in their common ' 
humanity will he. be able, liké Sisyphus, to have the rour.ige 
to continue on. And only as we who have had to isolate him 
have the' insight and rtjtirage to sre ourselves and liini in the- 
cbmnK^ii isolation of the rarity o'' human life will wt: be iible 
to reach the j'op of the.^tçep bill, if only once.
